FROM  THE  PAST 

(The  following  article  appeared  in  the  March  1967  NNA  NEWSLETTER) 


Money  Chemists 

By  Bob  Kutcher 

Most  numismatists  have  never  heard  of  the  United  States  Treasury  “Money 
Laboratory”  or  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing’s  “Testing  Lab,”  but  they  should 
have.  These  two  small  units  have  the  duty  of  keeping  a  close  check  on  our  nation’s 
monies  as  well  as  helping  a  other  countries  with  technical  money  problems.  One  of  the 
latest  problems  solved  by  the  money  was  the  finding  of  a  suitable  substitute  for  silver  in 
our  coins.  This  seems  like  a  small  problem  until  all  aspects  of  the  problem  are  examined. 
A  metal  resembling  silver  had  to  be  found,  one  that  was  resistant  to  corrosion,  rust  and 
extreme  tarnish,  one  that  could  be  easily  struck  on  modem  high  speed  coin  presses  and 
yet  be  resistant  to  wear,  one  that  is  of  the  same  weight  for  the  same  coin,  is  non-magnetic. 
As  if  this  were  not  enough,  the  chemists  of  the  lab  had  to  contend  with  the  fact  the  metal 
must  be  readily  available  in  large  quantities  and  at  a  low  cost. 

The  lab  solved  a  similar  problem,  when  they  were  asked  to  produce  a  non- 
strategic  nickel-less  nickel  during  World  War  II.  Paradoxically,  at  that  time  there  was  a 
large  stockpile  of  silver  to  use,  so  the  silver  nickel  was  introduced  by  the  lab.  The 
stockpile  of  silver  was  so  large  at  that  time,  that  these  same  men  tested  and  sent  14,000 
tons  of  pure  silver  to  Oak  Ridge  when  they  were  asked  to  give  a  substitute  for  strategic 
copper  for  building  giant  electrical  conductors  for  atomic  research.  This  was  one 
instance  where  bullion  literally  contributed  to  the  output  of  a  decisive  war  weapon  while 
fulfilling  the  statutory  duty  as  a  reserve  behind  the  nations  currency. 

The  main  job  of  the  Treasury  chemists,  of  course,  is  to  run  routine  analysis  on  a 
representative  number  of  coins  from  every  lot  of  coins  made  at  the  mints.  The  methods 
used  are  similar  to  those  developed  by  the  18th  century  researcher,  Joseph  Louis  Gay- 
Lussac  for  the  French  Mint. 

The  technicians  of  the  Bureau  literally  tear  money  apart  in  their  lab.  It  is  there 
that  each  batch  of  paper  received  has  to  be  tested  to  determine  if  it  has  the  required 
strength  to  withstand  folding,  stretching,  wetting  and  drying,  tearing  and  even  washing. 
They  are  also  responsible  for  testing  the  inks  used,  to  see  that  they  are  of  the  same  shade 
and  color  and  will  resist  smudging  and  fading  in  wear,  washing  and  exposure  to  light. 
They  also  double  as  taste-testers  as  all  gum  used  on  stamps  must  be  tasteless.  One  more 
of  the  many  and  varied  items  they  test  is  counterfeit  coin  and  currency.  So  adept,  in  fact, 
have  they  become  that  they  can  often  identify  a  specific  artist  and  counterfeiter  by  his 
word  alone.  It  is  obvious  that  it  would  be  an  enjoyable  occupation  since  it  is  “connected 
with  a  product  that,  year  after  year,  the  customers  seem  to  want.”

U.S.  commemorative  dollar 
Takes  Coin  of  the  Year  Award 


For  the  fourth  time  in  the  history  of  the  award,  the  United  States  has  won  the  Coin 
of  the  Year  (COTY)  Award.  This  time  it  was  the  Leif  Ericson  commemorative  silver 
dollar  earning  the  honor. 

Tire  com  is  a  .900  fme  silver  coin  featuring  a  profile  of  the  Viking  mariner  on  the 
obverse.  A  Viking  longship  is  pictured  on  the  reverse. 

“It  is  not  easy  to  win  the  Coin  of  the  Year  Award,”  said  David  C.  Haper,  editor  of 
World  Coin  News.  “The  United  States  can  take  a  justifiable  pride  in  this 
accomplishment.  I  offer  the  congratulations  of  not  only  World  Coin  News,  but  also  those 
of  the  professionals  in  the  coin  collecting  field  who  did  the  judging  for  this  award." 

Sponsored  annually  since  1982  by  World  Coin  News  magazine,  the  competition 
recognizes  mints  doing  a  good  job  furthering  the  artistry,  usefulness  and  general  appeal 
of  coins.  A  panel  of  mint  directors,  coin  artists,  numismatists  and  museum  personnel 
vote  to  select  the  winner  in  each  of  10  Categories.  From  the  field  of  category  winners, 
the  judges  choose  one  coin  as  the  overall  best  issue. 

Tins  year,  Australia  and  the  United  States  each  topped  the  voting  in  two  first- 
round  categories. 

An  Australian  50-cent  piece  showing  tire  national  flag  above  the  Parliament 
House  in  Canberra  was  voted  Best  Trade  Coin.  The  nation’s  $5  aluminum-bronze  coin 
for  the  Paralympics  earned  top  honors  in  the  Most  inspirational  Coin  category  while  the 
Leif  Eriscon  silver  dollar  commemorative  took  the  honor  as  tire  Most  Historically 
Significant  Coin. 

Following  are  the  other  category  winners:  Most  Artistic  Coin  -  Lithuania’s  silver 
500  litu  featuring  a  discus  thrower  for  the  Sydney  Olympics.  Best  Contemporary  Event 
Coin  -  Germany’s  silver  10  mark  honoring  the  10th  anniversary  of  the  nation’s 
reunification.  Best  Gold  Coin  -  Canada’s  gold  $200  Inuit  Mother  and  Child.  Best 
Crown  -  Austria’s  silver  schilling  depicting  a  Celtic  coin  design.  Best  Silver  Coin  - 
Mexico’s  one  onza  Winged  Victory.  Most  Innovative  Coinage  Concept  -  A  500  yen 
from  Japan  incorporating  four  anti-counterfeiting  features  -  latent  imaging,  slated  reeds 
on  the  edge,  and  micro-dot  and  micro-stripe  highlighting  of  design  elements. 

Balloting  for  corns  dated  2000  did  not  begin  until  fall  2001  because  some 
countries  issue  coins  dated  from  the  previous  year  after  the  new  year  has  begun.

The  U.S.  Mnt  frequently  receives  calls  and  letters  regarding  replicas,  colorized  coins  and 
other  coin-related  products  and  advertisements,  which  are  mistaken  for  Mnt  products. 
The  site  helps  consumers  distinguish  between  the  many  coin-related  products  on  the 
market  and  gives  information  to  businesses  that  want  to  produce  and  market  coin-related 
products  in  an  ethical  and  consumer-friendly  way. 

“This  website  is  part  of  a  larger  consumer  awareness  program  we  are  beginning  that  will 
be  a  valuable  resource  for  consumers,  businesses,  and  anyone  interested  in  the  coin 
collecting  hobby,”  said  Mnt  Director  Henrietta  Holsman  Fore.  “We  believe  that  an 
educated  consumer  benefits  everyone.” 

The  consumer  awareness  section  of  the  site  discusses  replicas  and  colorized  versions  of 
authentic  U.S.  coins,  gives  tips  on  identifying  authentic  U.S.  coins  and  provides  links  to 
other  helpful  websites  for  consumers.  It  also  presents  “Hot  Items”— products  that 
currently  appear  to  be  causing  confusion  among  consumers. 

The  business  awareness  section  of  the  site  is  intended  to  help  businesses  that  wish  to 
produce  and  market  coin-related  products  by  providing  information  on  U.S.  laws 
governing  copyright,  trademark,  false  and  deceptive  advertising  and  counterfeiting. 

Created  by  Congress  in  1792,  the  Mint  is  a  manufacturing  and  international  marketing 
enterprise  with  $2.4  billion  in  annual  revenue  and  about  2,800  employees.  In  FY  2001, 
the  Mnt  produced  approximately  24  billion  coins,  fulfilling  its  primary  mission  to 
produce  an  adequate  supply  of  circulating  coinage  for  the  nation’s  commerce.

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UNCOVERING  AMERICA’S  HERITAGE 
COIN  BY  COIN 


The  Ohio  quarter  was  release  in  March.  On  March  1, 1803  Ohio  joined  the  Union  as  the 
17th  state.  Ohio  has  been  a  state  for  199  years. 

Since  the  earliest  days  of  our  westward  expansion,  Ohio  has  been  one  of  America’s  great 
crossroads.  Major  highways,  railroads,  and  waterways  like  Lake  Erie  and  the  Ohio  River 
make  it  a  great  place  for  all  kinds  of  people  to  bump  into  each  other.  Its  rich  farmland 
and  its  growing  industry  make  it  a  great  place  to  settle  as  well. 

Ohio  gets  its  name  from  the  Ohio  river,  probably  an  Iroquois  word  that  means  either 
“great”  or  “beautiful  river.”  It’s  the  home  of  buckeyes  trees  and  no  less  than  seven  U.  S. 
Presidents. 

The  Ohio  quarter  focuses  on  flying.  From  the  first  airplane  to  the  first  man  on  the  moon. 
Ohio  has  been  home  to  flying  machines  and  their  pilots.  For  example: 

•  In  1 903,  the  Wright  brothers  who  lived  in  Ohio  invented  and  flew  the  first 
practical  airplane  in  North  Carolina.  They  later  worked  on  the  design  to  make  the 
aircraft  better  and  tested  it  on  their  field  near  Dayton,  Ohio. 

•  In  1 962,  Ohio’s  John  Glenn  flew  in  the  first  manned  American  spacecraft  that 
orbited  the  earth.
